HE various soil experiment fields 
in southern Illinois may be used 
plot 15 bushels oats per acre.

in southern Illinois may be made to 
pay a profit even in an exceedingly 
dry growing season. 
The Raleigh Field, located in Saline 
county, gave good uniform results in 
wheat and oats yields. 
The untreat­ 
ed plots there gave 6.3 bushels w heat 
per acre. 
The plot treated with crop 
residues, limestone and

phate, yielded 32.9 bushels wheat per 
acre.

“ Such a tribunal,” he added, “ would I 
injure no man but the dishonest and ! 
protect none but the honest; and that 
is what New York needs. 
“ If the present system of inquiry is 
continued it soon w ill be necessary to 
employ investigators to investigate in­ 
vestigators.”
